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That it is a diſeaſe . which has exiſted 
for many years, and its treatment tedious, 
is ſufficiently known. It appears very ſin- 
gular, that a diſeaſe, which is ſo very com- 
mon, and daily falling under the care of 
many ingenious:practitioners, both in 8 | 
ſic and* ſurgery,” has not received greater 

improvements in the method of cure: and | 
nothing could have prevented it but that 
blind i ſubmiſſion which we fo readily pay to 
eminent practical writers, without ſuffering 
one ray of our own underſtanding to ſuper= 
ſede the authority, of their precepts, al- 
though experience convinces us of the ab- 
ſurdity of their rules. | | 


Even a farther reaſon might be urged: 
ſurgeons, whoſe dependence is upon their 
| ſucceſs in practice, will more readily fol- 
low tedious and certain rules, which they 
| have ſeen to anſwer, than introduce any 
innovations, which might prove preca- 
rious, although more ee ſucceſsful. 
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Gonorrhœas have been conſidered; by 
ſome of the moſt eminent in the faculty, 
to be very difficult of curez whilſt others 
| have viewed them in a quite contrary 

light; and both may juſtly be true, ac- 
cording to the mode they proceed in at firſt, | 
It is no uncommon thing to find the moſt 
ſkilful ſargeons defeated by a common 
Gonorrhea, after trying every method in 
their power for many months, and at laſt 
unwillingly obliged to behold a weeping 
from the penis, without being able to give 
any aſſiſtance, nothing remaining but to 
commit the diſeaſed to time and patience; 
and frequently, from the duration, ſtric- 
tures and caruncles will form in the urinary 
paſſage, and then particular care and art 
are required i in the cure. 

But, on the contraty, ik the Gonorrhœa 
be treated in the ſimple method I would 
recommend, no difficulty will be found, 
no great art or profound genius required; 

| B 2 common 
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common ſenſe will quickly evince they are 
indeed really Simple. And, notwithſtand- 
ing the very great variety of pretended ſpe- 
cifics and arcana, from the firſt of the am- 
phleteering empirics in Weſtminſter, down 
to the loweſt hand- bill quacks in Wapping, 
it does not appear they have any ſuperiority 
over the common practice, except their 
arcana in deluding the ignorant; yet . 
make no doubt but experience and time 
p will be able to furniſh us with a ſpecific; 
and, at the ſame time, a ſpirit to make it 


poublic, which will be as effectual and as 


quick a cure, as ſulphur is for the itch. 


An opinion, which I have adopted for 
ſome years, induced me to practiſe in the 
following mode; and daily experience, with 
ſucceſs, has convinced me of the utility 
and truth of my hypotheſis. Mr. Hales, 
in his letter to Cæſar Hawkins, ſeems. to 
have imbibed the ſame notion; and his 
remarks and obſervations have not, a little 
| ſeryed to corroborate that opinion, that the 

f | Virus 
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Virus of the Por, oy Fi of the Gonor- 


rhœa, are of a very different nature; as it 
is well known that no Pox, in the lighteft 
degree, Was ever cured without Mercury: 
yet I can produce great numbers who have 
had the moſt virulent Gonorrhœas cured 
without one grain, either internally or ex- 
ternally; and, to aſcertain the truth of 
what is advanced, we muſt judge from the 
effects we find by experience, and draw 
our concluſion from thence, when we can- 
not ſo clearly illuſtrate it by ocular demon- 
| fication. 5 
It ſeems moſt probable, that there is 
ſomething in the venereal particles of mat - 
ter, in a Gonorrhœa, which is very dif- 
ſerent in its nature, quality, and figure, 
from that of the Pox, although both be 
received from coĩtion. It is not either ſo 
eafily abſorbed by the lacteals, or, if any 
ever has been abſorbed at any time, it hath 
proved of no kind of conſequence. Many 
ſurmiſes have been formed of this diſeaſe, 
| in 
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in regard to its nature; and none more 


plauſible than a ſuppoſition of its being 


animalculæ. The locality of the diſeaſe, 


with the inflammation, the peculiar dif. 
charge without ulceration, and the. advan» 


tages of mineral injections, corroborated.

Now, if 
the gonorrhœal matter were pocky, Why 


have we not the urethra full of chancres, 


as the caſe always proves from any redun- 
dancy of matter from chancres on the glans 
penis or preputium? We cannot ſay the 


membrane, that covers the glans penis, is 


of a more delicate texture than that which 


lines the internal part of the urethra, and, 


conſequently, more eaſily corroded; becauſe 


it is well known to every one to be vice 
une. 


We frequently meet with men, who, 
after copulation with women infected 
with a virulent Gonorrhœa, und having

A is; of one of the inns 
of court, came to me with a ſevere ſcalding 
and running: I gave him a phial of drops, 
to take 80 thrice a day, with my uſual di- 

rections: : he being that afternoon going 
into the country, for a few days, accident- 
ally, on his journey, he met with a ſur- 
geon of his acquaintance, to whom he 
communicated his caſe, and ſhewed the 
medicine: and, upon examination, the 
precipitate ſurgeon did not heſitate to pro- | 
nounce that he was poxed, if he took the 
medicine, and that I was very ignorant; 
at the ſame time filling his head with the 
theory of locking up, and tranſlating, of 
matter, &c, ſo that he appeared as knowing 
even as the ſurgeon himſelf: the reſult of 
which was, he omitted the medicine until 
his

his return to town, which was two days 
after. When he ſent for me, I found Him 
with a moſt aſtoniſhing diſcharge, the 
ſcalding almoſt intolerable, and, added to 
that, a phymoſis, with ulcerations between 
the glans and præpuce. I cleaned the 
parts by injecting, between the prepuce 
and glans, a ſolution | of ſacch. ſatur. in 
water, introducing as much lint as 1 could, 
to abſorb the matter, and keep the parts 
alunder, with a bread poultice over the - 
whole. By much perſuaſion, I got bim 
to take 100 of the drops in a glaſs of water, 
and to repeat them five hours after, drink= 
ing freely of weak tea. At the ſixth hour, 
his ſcalding was much abated, and very to- 
lerable, ſo that he could make water with- 
out any fear, and ſcarce any pain ; the next 
morning he was quite free; and in ſeyen 
days he had no appearance of any diſeaſe. 
He continued the drops and vitr. inject. 
eight days longer, from which time, which 
is three years ago, he has had no complaint 
of the kind: the ulcerations all healed in 
> © five 
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five days, and, notwithſtanding the large | 
| ſurface of the glans and prepuce that was 
denudated, and expoſed to the abſorption 
of the venereal matter, and not one fingle 
grain of mercury uſed, a pocky ſymptom 
hath never ſince appeared, which is a clear 
demonſtration that poxes and claps have 


properties very different. I have had ma- 
ny inſtances of the ſame kind. 


Would ſuch applications have cured or 
prevented the pocky matter from forming 
chancres? I anſwer in the negative: and 
nothing but mercurials could have had any 
effect. I am well aware of excoriations 
happening from the ſebaceous matter being 
confined between the glans and præpuce, 
which is cured by the ſame mode. 


; In order to ſhew what may, with ſome 
propriety, be called a pocky Gonorrhaa, 
and how very diſtinguiſhable it is from the 


common virulent Gonorrhœa, I will give 
a caſe, 


A 


A young gentleman came to me with 2 
little diſcharge, from the urethra, of a 
thin and ichory look, ſomewhat fetid : 
he had perceived it near a fortnight; but 
not going off, he was willing to have ſome 
remedy applied, From the firſt, he ex- 
preſſed that he had a heavy dead pain, as 
he called it, a little within the urethra, 
without being accompanied with ſcaldings, 
chordee, or ſcarce any diſcharge. When 
I examined him, his running was trifling ; 
but I could perceive, a little within the 
_ urethra, a chancre, and the part round it 
was hard on being felt ; which is what we 
generally find with chancres on the glans 
or preputium. I introduced a very ſhort 
bougie; and, over the part where the 
chancre was, it was covered with a little 
calx of mercury from calomel, being depri- 
ved of its acid by an alkali, waſhed and well 
levigated ; which is a dreſſing I generally 
uſe with chancres. I gave him a weak ſolu- - 
S tion 


„ 
tion of ſublimate mercury, with the ſarſa 
N degoction, and he ſoon got well. 
A little obſeryation ſoon ſhews us the 
difference between the two diſeaſes ; the 
pocky Gonorrhœa not diſcharging that 
large quantity of purulent matter, nor in- 
flaming the urethra ſo much; but forms 
itſelf! into a chancre, be it either internally 
ber externally, if it be not immediately 
either abſorbed or waſhed off. The diſ- 
charge is very trifling in quantity, of a thin 
ichory nature, ſomewhat fetid, attended 
with a hardneſs, always to be diſtinguiſhed - 
by feeling round the chancre, and not ac- 
companied with that ſcalding pain, or ſharp 
chordee, which we find in a common virulent 
Gonorrhœa; nor is it relieved by any thing 
but mercury. This chancrous Gonorrhœa, 
if it may be ſo called, happens very ſeldom; 
and, when it does happen, ſimply, or com- 
Pounded with a common Gonorrhœa, it is 
of ſo (ſelf-evident a nature, by not giving way 


to any thing but mercury, that unfair con- 


cluſions 2

cloſions are frequently drawn; and every 
venereal Gonorrhœa is ſuppoſed to be of a 
pocky nature, from the want of accurate 
obſervations. Another cogent reaſon, of 
a much more common kind, ſerves: to 
ſtrengthen theſe erroneous opinions; as 
for example: a gentleman ſhall have a 
virulent Gonorrhœa, he ſhall copulate with 
a woman who has had the pox, with 
chancrous diſcharges from the vagina; af« 
ter their embraces, each ſhall be infected 


5 with each other's diſeaſe, which conſequent - 


ly muſt be compound. The woman ſhall, 
after having both the infections, receive 
the embraces of a healthful man; a few 
days after, he diſcovers a Gonorrhœa, for 


which he has proper medicines; the Go- 
norrhæœa, at the end of a fortnight, abates, 


(or does not, being immaterial,) a bubo ap- 
pearing in the groin, or ſome other pocky 
ſymptoms. As the bubo appears with the 


Gonorrhœa, it is concluded, that that ab- 


ſorption, to the inguinal glands, could not 


have been produced but by the Gonorrhœa; 
when,

when, in fact, the pocky Virus was re- 


ceived at the time of coition, and had 5 


been gradually abſorbing to the inguen, 
although no chancre had appeared to give 
proof of the nature of its virulency. 
For we frequently find pocky ſymptoms, 
and eruptions, without being able to diſ- 
cover the identical part of their abſorption: 
therefore, we are not to take every pocky 
25 appearance, accompanying a Gonorrhœa, 
for a degeneracy, but a compound, of the 

_ diſeaſe, and treat them as /uorum generum. 
Theſe compound infections have led many 
people into miſtakes, and made them ſup- 
poſe that a tranſlation, or a degeneracy, of 
the one into the other, was always the con- 
ſequence. From the reſult of this primary 
occult compound diſeaſe, and ſupported 
by the moſt eminent authors, practitioners 
could never be brought to have any idea 
of a common virulent Gonorrhœa, without 
its being of a true pocky nature: theſe 
very ſtrong arguments authoriſed them to 
play all the unneceflary powers of mercury, 
and 


(. as * Tj 
and ſhatter their patients cod to 
| preſerve them from a fancied evil infection, 
which had not ſhewn itſelf in any one 
ſhape; and, in order to make the noble 
ſcience of phyſic more perplexing to the 
young ſtudents and themſelves, ſome wri- 
ters have divided and ſubdivided the diſeaſe 
into as many ſtages as the patient finds 
twinges from a chordee. 


I think, upon the whole, we may fairly 
conclude, that there is one certain truth; 
which is, that, if the Virus of a Gonor- 
rhœa be expoſed to any part denudated of 
its ſkin, it will not form any chancre, but 
will heal with any little ſtyptic waſh, and 
dry lint, as I obſerved before; whilſt com- 
mon practice hath as clearly convinced us 
that the minuteſt excoriation, touched 
with the pocky Virus, will immediately 
form a chancre, which will not yield to 
any thing but mercury; from whence it 
appears to be a demonſtrable truth, that 
ep are very distinct i in their nature, and 


conſequently 
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conſequently * as different treatment 
in their cure; the pocky matter being ob- 
viouſly more ſuſceptible of abſorption, and 

more pernicious; for we frequently find it 
taken up by the abſorbents, and carried 
through all the glands, without any ob- 
ſtruction, and infect the whole habit at 
once. Notwithſtanding what has been 


advanced by many reſpectable practitioners, N 


of their being able, by the exhibition of 
particular medicines, and the ple of pecu- 
liar injections, to change the common ſim- 
ple Gonorrhca into a pox, or the pox into 
| a clap, I would, with all due deference to, 
their authority, beg leave to deviate from 
their ſentiments; and to aſſert, with a 

confidence grounded on experience, the 
total impoſſibility of it, as wy will r remain 
fui generis unto the laſt. | 
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cannot diſmiſs the ſubje without making 
ſome additional obſervations. 4 
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A chündte 1s a little e moſtly 
brought on by impute coition; nay, eren 
the ſmalleſt particle of pocky matter touch= 
ing the moſt minute denudation or fiſſure 
of the ſkin, will, by that means; form it- 
ſelf into this kind of corroding ulcer, called 
a chancre: it keeps gradually enlarging, 
and is accompanied with fome little hardneſs 
round it; and, in rims, if nothing were 
done to check the difeaſe, it would deprive 
the patient of his genitals: hence the French 
have very n denominated it a .

In weakly habits; where the patient is 
afflicted with this diſeaſe, the odds are ge- 
nerally two to one againſt being cured, 
without a bubo previouſly appearing j and 
every thing that contributes to make the 
body in a more abſorbent and weakly ſtate, 
produces the very effect which they are 
ſolicitous to avoid : therefore, in order to 
ſucceed with ſafety and quickneſs, the ha-

bit ſhould be kept, or brought, as near as 
it can. be, under a mercurial courſe, to its 
natural and healthful ſtate. The body 
| ſhould be gradually filled with mercury, 
until the mineral taſte is ſomewhat in the 
mouth, or the gums are a little ſore. The 
chancre will more readily heal by being 
touched with a little lunar cauſtic at the 
firſt; ; but it ſhould always be uſed after ten 
or twelve days, if it does not appear in a 
healing ſtate, as not any thing accelerates 
the cure ſo rapidly. The chancre ſhould 
be filled with a little calomel, or calx of 
calomel deprived of its acid, as I obſerved 
before; covering it with a little dry lint, 
or a pledgit, ſpread with equal parts of ca- 
' Jomel, or calx of calomel and baſilicon. 
A little mereurial ointment ſhould be rub. 
bed on the body of the penis, night and 
morning, that, provided there be an ab- 
forption of the virus from the chancre, 
the mercury might enter the ſame abſor- 
bent veſſels, and render the virus inert, 
from its well-known antidotal qualities.

If the chancre does not heal, but ful .Y 
ſpreads, and corrodes deep, or the edges 
look thick, uſe the cauſtic ; increaſe the 
mercury until the gums are ſore, and alittle ; 
| ſpitting enſues; keep the patient a fe 
days in this ſtate, and, if the chancre ap- 
pears not to heal, fumigate the parts with NEAR 
cinnabar of antimon ny twice a day, and 
keep the gums' fore until it heals.

A chordee is a general attendant on a 
Gonorrhœa where there is much inflam-, 8: | 
mation. It is a ſpaſmodic incurvation of 
the penis, occaſioned by a ſtretching of 
the inflamed membrane by in voluntary and 
partial erections, which are very frequent 
and painful, from the titillation or irrita - 
tion. The two bodies of the crura caver-

on by the uſe of cayenne pepper: and, not- 
withſtanding theſe weighty proofs of thoſe 
authors friends, I practiſe injections, and 
eat cayenne, as if Ihad never heardone word 
of the pernicious conſequences attending 
their uſe. If that degree of evil, our mo- 
dern authors ſuppoſe, wak=commonly the 
attendant in the free uſe of injections, 1 
ſhould certainly have found it out beſore 
this time; but daily experience convinces 
me to the contrary, and Iam too modeſt to 
deny facts. The advocates and opponents,/ 
that there are for the uſe and diſuſe of injec- 
tions, are many; the former, from prac- 
tice, acquire ſo ſtrong a conviction that 
they cannot relapſe, but become converts 
to the practice, from the ſafety and great 
advantages they daily perceive from the 
uſe of it; nor can the opponents, with 
their heads full of theory, and quotations 
from Galen, to this preſent period, nay, 
even the fertile mind, charged with every- 
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AP 


rejectors and condemners of injections, 
have never made the experiment, or the 


advantages aceruing would have given their 


pens an opportunity of effacing every ſup- 
poſed injury fancy had formed. Many 
have thought tht injections impede the 
natural diſcharge of matter, and prevent 
its courſe; viz. by abſorption; and it has 
been ſuppoſed to paſs _— unknown 
veſſels to the teſtes, and ther produce the 
hernia humoralis ; which hernia, in fact, 

ariſes from nothing more than an affinity 
of the parts, from irritation and inflam- 
mation. 


It is well known to every practical ſur- 
geon, that the diſcharge cannot be ſtopt 
immediately, at. pleaſure, by any injection 
that will not do violence to the parts, but 
will return in leſs than thirty or forty
